Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art for the features of the claimed invention are Karmarkar (US 
Patent 7,285,048), Veradej (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0092489), 
Steelberg et al. (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0139190; hereinafter 
Steelberg), Bradford et al. (US Patent 6,709,333; hereinafter Bradford), Kerr (US Patent 
Application Publication 2002/0142844), Labrou etal. (US Patent 7,606,560; hereinafter 
Labrou), Saunders et al. (US Patent 7,690,043; hereinafter Saunders), lida et al. (US 
Patent 6,766,946; hereinafter lida). 

However, Karmarkar alone or in combination with Veradej, Steelberg, Bradford, 
Kerr, Labrou, Saunders, and lida does not disclose a remote gaming system/remote 
gaming terminal player verification system and method of operating the system 
including a first communication device, at least one server/computer server operated by 
a gaming operator, a remote gaming terminal, a verification device/second 
communication device that is independent from the remote gaming terminal and used in 
the same location as the remote gaming terminal, a logic device, player authentication 
system operated by a third party, wherein the third party is a separate entity from the 
gaming operator and the at least one server/computer server is in a different location 
than the authentication system, and wherein when the logic device determines that 
player verification is necessary, the at least one server/computer server receives 
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personal information, which is at least two of at least one visual image, a current 
geographic location and at least one voice sample of a specific player, that is 
transmitted from the verification device/second communication device after being 
obtained at the remote gaming terminal during or immediately prior to wagering game 
play by the verification device/second communication device, and wherein when the 
personal information for the specific player transmitted, using the at least one 
server/computer server, to the authentication system is verified by the authentication 
system, the at least one server/computer server causes the first communication device 
to permit at least one gaming event to either start or continue processing on the remote 
gaming terminal. Thus, the claimed invention is not anticipated by nor obvious over the 
closest prior art.
